Dr.  Beverly  W.  Jones,  Provost  and  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Academic  Affairs  had  an  outstanding  year  at  NCCU 

Dr  Jones  is  a  student-centered  administrator.  Under  her 
leadership  this  academic  year,  Provost  Jones  has  overseen  the 
reorganization  of  academic  programs  formerly  called  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  into  three  Colleges:  The  College  of  Social  and 
Behavioral  Sciences,  The  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  and  the  College 
of  Science  and  Technology  This  new  structure  was  planned 
to  enhance  student  access  to  faculty  and  curricular  resources 
of  their  specialized  areas  of  interest.  With  a  commitment  to  the 
nontraditional  students,  Dr  Jones  has  successfully  fostered 
relationships  with  community  colleges  to  attract  this  student 
population  to  the  university.  Finally  in  a  project  designed  to  assist

In  1908,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  became  America's 
first  Greek-letter  organization  established  by  Black  college 
women.  The  sorority  roots  date  back  to  Howard  University, 
in  Washington  D.C.  Ethel  Hedgeman  Lyie  of  St.  Louis, 
Missouri  conceived  the  idea  for  the  sorority  formation. 
She  viewed  the  Sorority  as  an  instrument  for  enriching  the 
social  and  intellectual  aspects  of  college  life  by  providing 
mental  stimulation  through  interaction  with  friends  and 
associates.  Through  the  years,  however.  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha's  function  has  become  more  complex.  After  her 
incorporation  as  a  perpetual  body  in  1913,  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha  gradually  branched  out  and  became  the  channel 
through  which  selected  college  trained  women  improved 
the  socioeconomic  conditions  in  their  city,  state,  nation, 
and  the  world. 

Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  a  sisterhood  composed  of  women 
who  have  consciously  chosen  this  affiliation  as  a  means 
of  self-fulfillment  through  volunteer  service.  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha  cultivates  and  encourages  high  scholastic  and  ethical 
standards;  promotes  unity  and  friendship  among  college 
women;  alleviates  problems  concerning  girls  and  women; 
maintains  a  progressive  interest  in  college  life;  and  serves  all 
mankind  through  a  nucleus  of  more  than  1 70,000  women 
in  the  United  States,  the  Caribbean,  Europe,  and  Africa.

Since  its  founding  on  December  4,  1906,  Alpha  PIni 
Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.  has  supplied  voice  and  vision  to  the 
struggle  of  African-Americans  and  people  of  color  around 
the  world.  Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  the  first  intercollegiate  Greek- 
letter  fraternity  established  for  African-Americans,  was 
founded  at  Corneii  University  in  Ithaca,  New  York  by  seven 
college  men  who  recognized  the  need  for  a  strong  bond  of 
Brothertiood  among  African  descendants  in  this  country. 
The  visionary  founders,  known  as  the  "Jewels"  of  the 
Fraternity,  are  Henry  Arthur  Callis,  Charles  Henry  Chapman, 
Eugene  Kinckle  Jones,  George  Biddle  Kelley,  Nathaniel 
Allison  Murray,  Robert  Harold  Ogle  and  Vertner  Woodson 
Tandy  The  Fratemity  initially  served  as  a  study  and  support 
group  for  minority  students  who  faced  racial  prejudice,  both 
educationally  and  socially,  at  Cornell.  The  Jewel  founders 
and  early  leaders  of  the  Fratemity  succeeded  in  laying  a  firm 
foundation  for  Alpha  Phi  Alpha's  principles  of  scholarship, 
fellowship,  good  character,  and  the  uplifting  of  humanity. 
May  23,  1941  marks  the  date  the  greatest  chapter  in 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc  was  built  on  the  campus  of 
North  Carolina  College  for  Negros  (presently  North  Carolina 
Central  University).  Bro.  Billy  Adkins,  Bro.  Theodore  Bell, 
Bro.  Slyvester  Carter,  Bro.  William  P.  Malone,  and  Bro. 
Ward  Parham  united  to  spark  not  the  beginning  but  the 
foundation  of  a  chapter  that  has  grown  to  produce  over  300 
members  each  having  left  a  distinctive  mark  on  the  history 
of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha.  The  Gangsta  Gamma  Beta  chapter  has 
been  known  to  the  world  both  in  and  out  of  Alpha  as  an 
active  chapter  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  building  a  better 
community.  That  characteristic  has  shown  itself  through  the 
countless  numbers  of  programs  and  services  Gamma  Beta 
has  provided  throughout  the  years.

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority  was  founded  in  1913  by  22 
students  at  Howard  University.  Ttnese  young  women  used 
their  collective  strength  to  promote  academic  excellence;  to 
provide  scholarships;  support  to  the  undeserved;  educate 
and  stimulate  participation  in  the  establishment  of  positive 
public  policy;  and  to  highlight  issues  and  provide  solutions 
for  problems  in  their  communities.  The  organizational 
structure  and  governance  of  the  Sorority  is  invested  in 
the  Grand  Chapter,  which  meets  at  National  Convention 
biennially. 

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority  Inc.  is  a  private  non-profit 
organization  whose  purpose  is  to  provide  assistance  and 
support  through  programs  in  local  communities  throughout 


the  world .  A  sisterhood  of  more  than  200,000  predominately 
Black  college  educated  women,  the  sorority  currently  has 
over  900  chapters  located  in  the  United  States,  England, 
Japan  {Tokyo  and  Okinawa),  Germany,  the  Virgin  Islands, 
Bermuda,  the  Bahamas,  and  the  Republic  of  Korea.

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On  Friday  evening,  November  17,  1911,  three  Howard 
University  undergraduate  students,  witli  Vne  assistance 
of  their  faculty  advisor,  gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi 
Fraternity.  This  event  occurred  in  the  office  of  biology 
Professor  Ernest  E.  Just,  the  faculty  advisor,  in  the  Science 
Hall  (now  known  as  Thirkield  Hall),  The  three  liberal  arts 
students  were  Edgar  A.  Love,  Oscar  J.  Cooper  and  Frank 
Coleman.  From  the  initials  of  the  Greek  phrase  meaning 
"friendship  is  essential  to  the  soul,"  the  name  Omega  Psi 
Phi  was  derived.  The  phrase  was  selected  as  the  motto. 
Manhood,  scholarship,  perseverance,  and  uplift  were 
adopted  as  cardinal  principles.  A  decision  was  made 
regarding  the  design  for  the  pin  and  emblem,  and  thus 
ended  the  first  meeting  of  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity. 

The  next  meeting  was  conducted  on  November  23, 
1911.  Edgar  Love  became  the  first  Grand  Basileus 
(National  President).  Cooper  and  Coleman  were  selected 
Grandkeeper  of  the  Records  (National  Secretary)  and 
Grandkeeper  of  Seals  (National  Treasurer),  respectively. 
Eleven  Howard  University  undergraduate  men  were 
selected  as  charter  members. 

Alpha  Chapter  was  organized  with  fourteen  charter  members 
on  December  15,  1911.  Love,  Cooper  and  Coleman  were 
elected  the  chapter's  first  Basileus,  Keeper  of  Records,  and 
Keeper  of  Seals  respectively. 


Currently,  Omega  Ps  Phi  has  initiated  more  than  130,000 
members  and  has  over  500  chapters  in  forty-four  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  the  Bahamas, 


Virgin  Islands,  and  Panama.  Tau  Psi  Chapter  on  NCCU's  campus  is  a 
vital  fore  which  enables  and  inspires  the  maximum  accomplishment  on 
its  members.

Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity  was  formed  the  night  of  January 
5 , 1 9 1 1 ,  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  at  Bloomington , 
Indiana.  The  fraternity  is  enjoyed  by  college  men  everywhere, 
regardless  of  their  color,  religion,  or  national  origin.  Kappa 
Alpha  Psi  is  proud  that  the  Constitution  has  never  contained 
any  clause  which  either  excluded  or  suggested  the  exclusion 
of  a  man  from  membership  merely  because  of  his  color, 
creed,  or  national  origin.  The  Constitution  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Psi  is  predicated  upon,  and  dedicated  to,  the  principles  of 
achievement  through  a  truly  democratic  fraternity. 

Chartered  and  incorporated  originally  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  as  Kappa  Alpha  Nu  on  May  15,  1911,  the 
name  was  changed  to  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  by  a  resolution 
offered  and  adopted  at  the  Grand  Chapter  in  December 
1914,  This  change  became  effective  April  15,  1915,  on  a 
proclamation  by  the  then  Grand  Polemarch,  Elder  Watson 
Diggs,  Thus,  the  name  acquired  a  distinctive  Greek  letter 
symbol  and  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  thereby  became  a  Greek 
letter  fraternity  in  every  sense  of  the  designation. 

From  its  inception,  and  for  the  next  six  years.  Brother 
Diggs  served  as  the  Grand  Polemarch  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Psi  Fraternity.  Through  his  leadership  and  indefatigable 
application,  augmented  by  the  efforts  of  B.K  Armstrong, 
and  John  M.  Lee,  who  compromised  the  remainder  of  the 
original  Grand  Board  of  Directors,  the  infant  Fraternity  was 
guided  through  the  most  perilous  years  of  its  life.  These 
three  men  are  a  credit  to  the  organization's  survival.

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  at  Howard 
University  in  Washington,  D.C,  January  9,  1914,  by  three 
young  African-American  male  students.  The  founders. 
Honorable  A.  Langston  Taylor,  Honorable  Leonard  F.  Morse, 
and  Honorable  Charles  I.  Brown,  organized  a  Greek  letter 
fraternity  that  would  truly  exemplify  the  ideals  of  brotherhood , 
scholarship,  and  service.

We  both  enjoy  and  foster  a  mutually 
supportive  relationship. 


The  founders  created  an  organization  that  viewed  itself  as 
"a  part  of"  the  general  community  rather  than  "apart  from" 
the  general  community.  They  believed  that  each  potential 
member  should  be  judged  by  his  won  merits  rather  than  his 
family  background  or  affluence...  without  regard  of  race, 
nationality  skin  tone  or  texture  of  hair.  The  fraternity  exists 
today  as  part  of  an  even  greater  brotherhood  which  would 
be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  than  the  "exclusive 
we". 
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From  its  inception,  the  Founders  also  conceived  Phi  Beta 
Sigma  as  a  mechanism  to  deliver  services  to  the  general 
community.  Ratherthan  gaining  skills  to  be  utilized  exclusively 
for  themselves  and  their  immediate  families,  the  founders 
of  Phi  Beta  Sigma  held  a  deep  conviction  that  they  would 
return  their  newly  acquired  skills  to  the  communities  from 
which  they  had  come.  This  deep  conviction  was  mirrored 
in  the  Fraternity's  motto,  "Culture  For  Service  and  Service 
For  Humanity". 

Today,  eighty-seven  years  later.  Phi  Beta  Sigma  has 
blossomed  into  an  international  organization  of  leaders.  No 
longer  a  single  entity,  the  Fraternity  has  now  established 
the  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Educational  Foundation,  the  Phi  Beta

Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority  began  January  16,  1920,  on 
tine  belief  tiiat  sorority  elitism  and  socializing  stiould  not 
overshadow  the  real  mission  of  a  progressive  organization. 
Zeta  Phi  Beta  addresses  societal  mores,  ills,  prejudices, 
poverty  and  health  concerns,  The  sorority  was  conceived 
by  five  coeds  at  Howard  University.  The  women  were 
Arizona  Cleaver,  Myrtle  Tyler,  Viola  Tyler,  Frannie  Pettie,  and 
Peari  Neal.  These  women  known  in  the  sorority  as  the  five 
pearis,  dared  to  depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for 
black  women.  The  sorority  was  predicated  on  the  precepts 
of  scholarship,  service,  sisterly  love,  and  finer  womanhood. 
It  was  the  idea  of  the  founders  that  the  sorority  would  reach 
college  women  in  all  parts  of  the  country  who  were  sorority 
minded  and  desired  to  follow  the  founding  principle  of  the 
organization.  Viola  Tyler  was  often  quoted... "In  the  ideal 
collegiate  situation  there  is  Zeta  in  a  giri  regardless  of  race.
